Their decision was declared 
legal by town counsel, and had the 
approval of bond counsel. 
Going... Going 

But by Monday, the whole pro- 
gram seemed to be going out the 
window. 

Federal officials did approve 
the procedures voted by the Select- 
men, and there appeared to be 
ample reason to believe work could 
begin, 

Then the government said it 
would not assure its participation, 
until the February contract is 
presented, Anything done by the 
town until then would be at the 
town’s risk, 

Thus the effort began to reverse 
this opinion, and to at least get 
guarantees of participation on the 
three sewer jobs. 

State Law Compliance 

At the root ofthe crisis, accord- 
ing to town Counsel, is a state law 
that compels a town to have funds 
available for the total contract 
price of bids it awards. 

The town, without federal funds, 
does not have sufficient money to 
award all three contracts, plus the 
pumping station work next year, 
If the grant is approved for the 
three construction jobs, then the 
federal dollars, with town funds, 
will be ample to satisfy the 
Massachusetts statutes, 

The Selectmen did not believe 
they would be justified in gambling, 
with $880,000 in town funds. 
Exceeding Authority 

They felt that town meeting spe- 
cifically wanted the work done with 
government participation, and if 
there is any substantial likelihood 
that this would not happen, their 
authority would be exceeded by 
signing contracts now. Moreover, 
if any contracts were carried out 
and paid for by the town, without 
also installing pumping equipment, 
the sewer would be useless. Thus 
going forward with construction 
would commit the town to pumping, 
equipment expenses, regardless of 
federal grants, 

Gamble Outlined 

Town Counsel FredricS, O’Brien 

outlined the gamble this way: 


THE 


TYOUNGSTERS TO 


The town could approve con- 
tracts two and three - with the 
same contractor involved, and 
break ground before Christmas. 
The contractor involved in the 
remaining project would have to 
agree to hold his prices firm until 
February, Money appropriated by 
the town in August would be ample 
to cover the two approved con- 
tracts, as required by state law, 

Then, when the contract for 
pumping station equipment gained 
federal approval, the final 
construction contract and the 
equipment installation would be 
awarded, At that time, federal 
inoney would be available, and 
the state law would again be satis- 
fied, 

Agreement Not Enough 

Last week, the Selectmen 
approved an agreement with Camp, 
Dresser and McKee, consulting 
engineers on the project, who 
offered to guarantee any excess 
amount in the equipment contract, 
above $120,000, Joseph Lawler, 
speaking for the firm, personally 
guaranteed that the price would not 
exceed this figure, 

But to federal officials, this 
agreement ~ although apparently 
satisfactory to a majority of the 
Selectmen last week, is not a 
substitute for the actual contract. 
This they want to see in hand, 
before committing a penny of the 
grant, 

Thus the Selectmen backed away 
from gambling the town share of 
the project on the possibility that 
future federal approval will be 
obtained,

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
An Example For All 


One of the most laudable activities to come to our 
attention in a long time is the plan to place a Creche in 
the Square. 

That this is being done by the youth groups of the 
Christian churches of the town — in an unified effort to 
emphasize the real meaning of Christmas — is one of the 
most heartening news items of the year. 

For it foretells a spirit of closer cooperation and under- 
standing among Christians of varying theology. 

The young people deserve all the cooperation and 
useful assistance they need. 

They, by their actions, are setting an example that 
adults would do well to follow. 


Sharing The Blame 


The Charter Study Committee has been emphasizing 
portions of the town charter which are not being followed 
to the letter. 

And quite naturally, much of the implied blame for 
errors of omission is being placed on the town manager’s 
shoulders. 

But not all of the criticism is directed at the manager; 
news reports in this issue relate the details as they con- 
cern critical comments concerning the Board of Selectmen. 

To be completely frank, the Selectmen can not avoid 
assuming responsibility for the management of town 
affairs. They hire, fire and supervise the town manager, 
Theirs is the responsibility; criticism of the manager must 
logically be shared by members of the Board, who have 
not taken steps to correct whatever errors exist. 

The voters, who have the paramount responsibility of 
selecting the Board of Selectmen, must, we believe, keep 
this fact in mind as they discuss and consider issues 


before them in the next few months. 


Ironic Companions 


Vandalism and petty thievery are ironic companions of 
the Christmas tradition. 

How wretched are the individuals who steal Christmas 
wreaths, even those hanging on Church doors. 

How insensible are those who, in seeming delight, 
shatter outdoor ornaments and electric bulbs. 

This year, as in the years most recently past, there 
has been a number of complaints concerning these acts 
of vandalism. 

Although we recognize that such things are being done, 
we can’t understand the reasons why anyone would want 
to do them. We do know that it is a shameful commentary 
on our times, that these acts take place with regularity 
and are seemingly even on the increase, 


Lots Of Grumbling 


The town may lose its federal grant for the accelerated 
sewer program; the town may also thus lose substantially 
more, in terms of doing this work over the next 20 years 
from local tax income. 

But there appears to be little choice, in terms of the 
tremendous gamble that would be necessitated, if the 
project received approval at this time. 

The Selectmen acted with wisdom in voting not to 
approve awarding the contracts, unless the federal agency 
involved in the grant gives flat guarantees of participa- 
tion. The town could be stuck with two sewer jobs ata 
cost nearing the town’s total share of the federal-local 
program, if the gamble failed. This would leave the town 
with sewers in the ground, and no equipment in the pump- 
ing station to handle the new system. 

We thought last week, in agreement with the majority 
of the Board, that the risk involved was small; that 
action was required by the Board, even if it appeared to 
change the specific vote of town meeting. But the federal 
agency, in so far refusing to guarantee participation until 
all contracts are in — this could be late in February — 
makes it obvious that a far greater risk is involved. 

The Selectmen’s second decision, to call for new bids 
if an extension can be obtained from the government, also 
makes sense, This would be done if the flat assurances 
are not granted. Assuming an extension is given, there is 
a possibility that prices would be low enough, the second 
time around, to do the job properly. 

We must also add this footnote to the general question: 

The Selectmen, even though we agreed with their ulti- 
mate decision, could probably have taken a little more

By comparison, he stated, the 
Selectmen under the old form of 
government were leaders, and 
were ‘‘ahead of the town’’, He re- 
ferred to plans presented several 
years ago for a new town hall, It 
was turned down - but Mr, Mill 
wasi’t as concerned about this as 
he was about the absence of leader- 
ship and forward planning now, in 
comparison to that demonstrated 
by the former Selectmen, 

Reference was made tothe Urban 
Renewal plan, and opposition to 
it by the Selectmen, When it was 
defeated - although the Study Com- 
mittee agreed that ‘something, 
needs to be done’’ - there has been 
no plan to do anything, 


Financial Stability 

Of great urgency, in Mr, Mill’s 
opinion - and this is shared by 
other members of the Committee - 
is preparing for the financial 
stability of the town, 

Unless the Selectmen take this 
up as a major area of their opera~ 
tions, Mr. Mill warned, ‘*the town 
will start on the road to 
mediocrity’’, 

He urged the Selectmen to in- 
volve themselves in the commer- 
cial and industrial planning; to find 
out how to broaden the tax base 
in the best interests of the town. 

Commercial growth may exceed 
industrial, he predicted, while 
pushing the point that the Select- 
men must plan for this. 

Master Plan 

Member Henry Wolfson referred 
to a study committee report of 
several years ago, on new housing, 
that recomimended a master plan 
for the entire town. 

If accepted, it would control] the 
pattern of streets, green areas 
and development in the entire town, 

The committee agreed that the 
Selectmen should be involved in 
planning for the future of the town, 
and stoutly resisted the idea that 
anything should be allowed to de- 
tract from this, 

Dancing A Jig 

Referring to leadership, Mr. 
Mill said, in his opinion, the town 
is leading the government, ‘*The 
government dances a jig’’, he as- 
serted, ‘‘to whatever is happening, 
in town”’, 

Throughout last Friday’s meet- 
ing, members returned often tothe 
policy function of the Selectmen, 
and what latitude they have in 
week-to-week decisions, which 
may alter town meeting decisions. 
Mr. Mill thought the latitude should 
be wide; if the Selectmen display 
poor judgment, the voters can act 
in that knowledge. 

Spend Less Time 

The Committee agreed that, no 
matter how much time the Select- 
men devote to supervising the 
manager, they should not neglect 
the policy function, In this regard, 
Mr, Mill also pointed out that the 
former government actually had 


more managerial-executive man- 
hours devoted to it than is now the 
case,
